OrFice U, 8. ATTORNEY, 
ATLanTa, March 26, 1878. 
Sik :—There has been, in the past, too much 
jaxXity in the matter of issuing warrants under 
whatare known as the enforcement laws, in 
mattersof quarrel between the two races—be 
tween the whites and blacks. And it too often 
happens that these warrants issued in cases 
in which, notwithstanding there has been great 
wrong perpetrated—great crime indulged in— 
yet the offease is only against the state law, as 
expound: d by the supreme court of the United 
States, and not against the United States laws. 
With such crimes, however heinous, 
the United States laws eni the United 
States courts have nothing to do. 
You will, therefore, not issue any warrants 
in such cases without first teking a full state- 
went of the facts iu writing, under oath of the 
party seeking the warrant, and forwarding that 
statement to me for my consideration, that ; 
may determine whether or not our courts have 
jurisdiction. If 1 find they have,I will advise 
the issuimg of the warrant; o herwise I will 
not, While I have no authority over you as a 
_ commissioner, yet, by Virtue of @ recent order 
of court, you can not issue @ warrant without 
my consent thereto, and I will notin future 
consent to the issue of any warrant in such 
cases ag 1 have referred to, until the above re- 
quest has been fully complied with, and I am 
eatisfied from a sworn statem:nt that there has 
bees an undoubted viclation of the United 
States laws.
